Kennedy Film 
Is Fascinating

NEW YORK 
(API — “That 
rowdy transaction of passion, 
tum ult and circus called a pres­ 
idential cam paign” starts again 
in a few months. Its very close­ 
ness gave special m eaning to

“The M aking of the President

It was, however, a fascinat­ 
ing program , recalling aspects 
of the cam paign m any of us had 
forgotten. I found, for example, 
that I had forgotten how strong 
a contender Lyndon B. Johnson 
had been for the Dem ocratic 
; nom ination. 
Interesting m aterial included 
television tape m ade immedi­ 
ately before the first debate be­ 
tween Kennedy and Nixon. Both 


j m en looked weary', wary and 
tense as they m ade small talk 
and received instructions on de­ 
bate procedures. 
T here still are some things 
that can be done better in book 
form , and a treatise on a presi­ 
dential cam paign obviously is 
one of them . 
Round Table 
NBC’s Sunday afternoon “The 
Law and Lee Oswald” was a

Oswald,

yers, a Dallas attorney nam ed 
Leon Douglas, thought so.

flict spotlighted by the Oswald 
case. On one hand there was the 
right of any defendant to a fair 
trial. On the other, there was 
the right of the public to be
